For Dispersed By British 


_ “Secret Weapon” 


Details of an all-British invention, 
which is claimed to have shortened 
the war by two years and saved the 
lives of thousands of airmen, were 
disclosed yesterday. 

It took the form of a huge flame 
which swept airfields clear of fog, 
and enabled R.A.F. bombers to 
luke off and land safely in their 
mashing of Rundstedt’s supply 
Ines during the Ardennes offensive. 
This secret weapon was known as 
“Fido” (Fog Investigation Dispersal 
Operations), and its dramatic 
success may be gauged from 
Rungstedt’s admission that “ Allied” 
Strategic bombing of supply lines 
caused the failure of the push.” 

In non-technical language, “Fido” 
may be described as a huge hollow 
box of flame on the landing ground. 
Pipes containing petroleum were 


laid in a rectangle, 2,000 yards or 


more Jong by 150 yards broad. 


From the tiny holes at short inter- 
cals along the pipes, blazing petrol 
vapour, which could be rapidly 
switched. on and off, was forced 
out under pressure. 

The field of terrific heat so gene- 
rated caused moisture droplets, 
which are the basis of fog, to evapo- 
rate, and the fog dispersed in the 
immediate vicinity.

With ever-increas- 
ing, and unavoidable, delegs 


need of such detailed reviews be- 
comes more evident, but unfor- 
tunately the settled tendency has 
been to diminish, rather than to 
increase, the time in ‘which 
deputies are free to discharge 
such vital parliamentary duties. 
The result has been that such 
occasions have been seized to 
score debating points rather than 
to provide opportunities in which 
Ministers and legislators could 
deliberate together on questions 
of practical importance and com- 
mon interest. Instead of welcom- 
ing constructive criticism and 
suggestion, the tendency of 
Ministers has been to afford the 
least possible amount of in- 
formation, to limit the time 
allocated for discussion, and to 
rely on party whips for 
the majority necessary to clothe 
their plans and estimates with 
formal parliamentary sanction. 
Thus, during the past few days, 
Ministers have obtained authority 
to proceed with plans that involve 
the expenditure of some tens of 
millions, sterling—almost without 
amendment in the Dail. . 

Among the principal spending 
departments the Ministry of Local 
Govérnment and Public Health 
takes a prominent place. Its 
multifarious and highly diversified 
activities impinge on and inter- 
lock with those of almost every 
branch of public administration 
Many days of parliamentary time 
would be required for -any 
adequate or useful review of its 
many-sided. and complex activi- 
ties. ‘Yet, on the eve of a three 
weeks’ adjournment, the Dail, in 
the space of a few hours, dis- 
posed of estimates that involve 
outlays of more than a million 
pounds, and of a review of 
activities that are so widespread 
and diverse as to require the 
services of a Minister and of two 
Parliamentary Secretaries. Added 
to such considerations of the wide 
variety and importance of the 
issues involved, the Department's 
plans raised many highly contro- 
versial questions. Not alone have 
deputies lost all effective control 
of local administration, but the 
Department, by a long series of 
apparently disconnected steps, has 
assumed much of the authority 
that formerly was vested “in 
bodies of local representatives. 
Furthermore, the attempts of the 
Minister and his colleagues to 
vest what remains of local 
authority in the hands of a party 
caucus presented the Dail with an 
issue of grave and immediate im- 
portance. Yet the discussion of 
problems that ought to have 
covered questions so varied and 
important. as housing and health- 
insurance, road design and death 
rates, public health and medical 
services, water supply and hospital 
organisation, public assistance, 
and many other community 
' activities was disposed of in a few 
hours. 

This limited period, however, 
proved to be long enough for a 
regrettable display of petulance 
by the Minister for Local Govern 
ment. Called on to explain and 
justify his decision to dismiss the 
body. of public representatives 
who for many years had managed 
the affairs of Cork Street Fever 
Hospital, Mr. MacEntee seized 
the opportunity to deliver a bitter 
attack on a Dublin newspaper 
that had asked for publication of 
the evidence on which the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary had decided to 
hand over the Cork street institu- 
tion to the control of a depart- 
mental official. That request he 
described as having been “ dis 
honest and insincere” in so far as 
it was made without reference to 
the existence of a letter in which 
his Department had set out the 
reasons for the Board’s s 
dismissal. The fact that such a 
document existed, we may re- 
mark, was not known to this— 
or, so far as we know, to any 
other—newspaper. Now a copy 
has been received. It covers 39 
pages of quite unconvincing type- 
script, an adequate summary of 
which would occupy many news- 
paper columns. On the merits of 
the case so presented we only can 


{say that the evidence recited 


altogether fails to justify the De- 


launch an untpannerly attack on 
a newspaper which merely had 
asked for the production of
